Mass Meeting of Business Men of 
IHt. Sterling, Ky., Held at 
Curt Rme Mniiy

At a mass meeting of the busi- 
ness men and property owners of 
Mt. Sterling, K.v., held in the 

County Court Kooni, on .\pril 24, 
for the purpose of lending assist- 
ance to the Brick Street Commis- 
sion in their recommendation to 
the City Council on the bid sul)- 
mitted for paving certain streets of 
the city. 

Thia meeting waa called to order 
by Dr. \\ . K. Thompson. 

I'pon tnotion duly nin le, second- 
ed aud unanimously adopted, Mr. 

H. R. Prewitt, waa elected Tem- 
porary Chairman of the meeting, 
and W. C. Hamilton, Secretary. 

The Chair, declared the meetinir 
open for consideration of the bid 
for pavinjf the streets. 

Dr. \V. K. Tliompson and Mr. 
C. C. Chenault, of the Committee 
on Street paving, presented the 
l)id, together with their view, say- 
iiiir. that tlicy hail laiiorrd under 
the impression that the work could 
be done for $2, per square yard, 
but that the streets should l:e 
uavcd. Mr. Clienaiilt, further 
saying, that the price proposed in 
the bid of $2.18, was not such an 
increase as would maKe him hesi- 
tate to pave in front of his prop- 
erty. It was furtiier suggested by 
.Mr. Chenault, that certain persons 
ownintr property claimed the right 
"f siiporintt'iidinir the worlc. and 
iliat he as an indiviiUial woidd 
suggest that the Conunitlee Ije dis- 
charged aud a new Committee ap> 
i)ointed from these property owii* 
ers. 

This idea met the l u t of Mr 
C. K. Oldham, who ni<>v.i Uie dis- 
charge of the^Committee, seconded 
')y \y. K. Thoniij.^on, and on sub- 
mission to the house prevailed. ' 

Motion was then made tiuit a 
new Committee be appointed to 
consist of Me,-,si s. ( '. C. Clu-iiault, 
.Ino. VV. Wade. I. K. Taljl), W. S. 

I. .loyd, and A. B. Oldham. This 
notion receiving a prompt second, 
>n submission waa unanimously 
idopied. 

It v\H& then pruputitid that the 
^ense of the property owners be 
laken as to paving in front of 
tlieir property nntl the streets cov- 
ered by the bid. It was the un 
iinimous sense of the property 
owners preaent that the streets be 
l)aved. 

Tbe sense of the meeting as a 
whole waa then inquired as to pav- 
ing the streets covered Ky the bid. 

It was the unanimous expression 
that tlie streets be paved. 
The newly appointed Committee 

was iiistructed to make recom- 
mendution to the (^ity C'oinicil 
consistent with the general expres- 
sion of the property owners and 
citizens present. 

The meeting then adjourned.

The meeting was an enthusiastic 
one for brick streets. The differ- 
ence in price for paviti*; the streets 
of this city »s compared with other 
towns and cities, is accounted for 
by the extra c;)st in freight rate 
and ixettiii^' niulci ials nci'cssary to 
the work delivered. Kxi)re.ssions 
have been sought from both local 
and foreign contractors us to the 
reasonableness of the hid sidnnitted. 
Claim was made thai it could not 
be reasonably expected better, that 
the bid should be accei)ted. 

Nothint;' woidd add inoi-e to tlu^ 
city, in the way of rnhancing the 
value of property, beautifying and 
making more sanitary than paving 
the streets, as well as it being an 
economical undertaUint;.

EARLY COUNTY HISTORY 



(Contiil'Uteil by Mr. Rolxit I'.ay. ) 
M KATIIKl: ANP ' Kdl'S. 

The winter of l77y-fc*o was known 
as the "hard winter," in Kentucky. 
The gnnip froze in llio foro^t. and 
the tattle around tlio stations. 
Corn at S">0 to !?I75 per bushel in 
CSontlnental money. 

In April. 17^.">. the Mississippi 
Kiver roacliod the hoiyht of ;J0 foot 
above tlie hiyhest water mark prev- 
.iously known. That year was re- 
nioml)ered for ninny years, as the 
year of iho irreat waters. 

St'ptoinl)cr 10, 
an extraordinary shower of reddish 
hue, which many believed to be 
iilood, tint fell in the vicinity of 
Tunic Creek niot'tinjf iiouse. 

January 10, 1811, there was a 
srreat earthqjake in Kentucky, 
most severo in tlio western part t>f 
the State. In April, Islo, there 
was a (Trent Hood in the Ohio 
River. 

I )o( ('iiil)cr 1^17. a shock of 
an eartlmuake, was felt throughout 
the State. 

The winter of ls24-5 was re- 
niarUalil.v mild, and tlic weather 
from l)ecciuber to March was 
mostly warm and sunshine. 

It is recorded that on December 
H. iMiC. tho Ohio Kiver was low- 
er than it was mor Itefore known 
to be ut that season of the year. 

January i, 1H27, the ihermome- 
tiM- stood 4 deyrecs below zero and 
tiie Ohio Kiver was frozen over 
makint; a perfeci bridyc. The ice 
did not break up until January 
80th. 

Julv r», 1S'J7, tht're were two 
shocks of earth<|uakc felt. 
Beginning on the 1st day of 

Decemlter, lS"i7, rain fell .nerday 
for over three niotilhs. lietween 
December Isl and .lanuary lOlh 
there were only four days on 

w!ii. h the siu! made its ap|)carance. 



fruit on the hivh lands and injured 
the you PL' corn, clover and all 
sorts of veyetution. 
April 4, 1837, there was snow at 

St. Louis seventeen inches deep, 
and two inches deep throughout 
Kentucky. 

May 18, 1837, the Ohio River at 
Maysville rose twenty- four feet in 
twenty- ton !■ iiours. duly 11, 1>;!7, 
there was a ijrand meteroric ex- 
plosion seen and heard at George- 
town and between Le.xincton and 
Paris. It WHS (leseril)ed as a 
'V't'i't white i'all, whiter than 
snow, very bright, nearly as big as 



On .March 'Jth. I«2.s, three shocks 
of an earllKjuake were felt at 
Maysville, April 4, 1828, snow 
fell over two inches deep in N'orth- 
'Mii Kentucky, and on the (itii day 
of .\|)ril, there was another fall of 
snow one and a half inches deep. 

Fi'biii;ir.\ 1, ls:50, the thermo- 
meter stood at !<) deyrees aljove 
zero, and by sunrise the next 
morning it was only three and a 
half ;ibove zero. May 10, 18;{0, 
tlu'ic was a severe liail storm 
lliroii;ili parts of Mason, liuurbon 
and other counties. Some of the 
hail stoin-s w. ie t\vp to three 
inches in cin nnifi'i'fnce. .July -J-J, 
1830 there was a treujendous rain 
Storm in Northern Kentucky, 
which di<l ffjeat damage to towns, 
farms, mills, tanneries and loads. 

February 'J, i.s.;^! liicre was the 
greatest flood ever known to that 
time in the Ohio River. 

November 1-2, IS.'W, from tdeven 
o'clock at niiiht to dayli;r|it the 
next mornin;{ there wert .showers 
of shooting stars. Many fell di- 
rei tly to the earth, others obli<pie- 
ly or aslant. Still others shot in a 
parallel direction until their ex- 
plosion without noise. Some made 
streaks of lij^ht like needles 
Many persons descril)ed the scene 
as a storm of lire, others as snow- 
flakes, or trains of Are. 

April L'C, 1884, there was a 
heavy frost in Northern Kentucky 
which destroyed every species of 



the sun, tlyinj,' almost as swiftly as 
1«(I3, there was |i^.|„„i„.. ,•,,„„ ,vi,ere tho sun was 

shining; brightly towards the East. 
The noise was terrible, like a 
heavy cannon at a jrreat distance."' 
Krlti uary l"^-'!^, the thernio- 
meter showed lifteen dejfrees bel'^'v 
zero. June 5, 1838, there was a 
remarkable hail storm in Fayette 
county. In some places the de- 
posit was two feet dee|>. All crops 
were ruined in a space of thice 
miles wide. In December, 1838, 
the Ohio River was frozen over for 
two weeks. 

December 4th and 6th, 1840, 
snow fell to the depth of fifteen 
inches. 

June l;J, l.sJl. the lii^t rain fell 
iu Northern Kentucky for six 
weeks, breaking a severe drouth. 
The thermometer had stood at 
ninety-six to one hundred and 
three decrees in the shade. June 
25, 1841, a hail storm in central 
Kentucky, covered a space from 
two to live mih^s wide, destroying: 
hemp and yreally dama«iu;{ other 
crops. 

In IS4'2, Isaac Cunninuham, of 
Clark county raised a laryetieM of 
corn whicli averaged 28 barrels to 
the acre. George W. Williams, 

in Bourl county, raised 31 2-3 

barrels to the acre, and W'alter C 
Youuir, of Jessamine county got 
78 2-8 barrels from two acres, or 
■'>'.♦ 1-3 barrels to the acre. 

.Novemijer lh4."), snow fell to 
the depth of nine inches. 

December 9th and 10th, 1847, 
there was a remarkaljle heavy rain. 
On LuHieyriid and Moone's Cl'eeks 
every mill was swept away. 

May 1, 1851, there was a heavy 
Idack frost, which destroyed whole 
orchards of fruit, grapesaud many 
tender trees.
